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ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Argument 

Applicant, on page 3, lines 3-6 of his response, argues that Zhang does not describe or 
disclose a method or apparatus for ascertaining the state of a mobile communication apparatus by 
using a subscriber information module (SIM) card fro collecting data on at least one of the 
individual components and procedures embedded within the mobile communications apparatus. 
However, the Examiner disagrees. In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the 
rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant, on page 3, lines 13-19 of his response, argues that the Applicant does not 
agree that Raivisto and Zhang are in the same field of endeavor. However, the Examiner 
disagrees. In response to applicant's argument, the fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be 
the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte 
Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

Applicant, on page 4, lines 4-5 of his response, argues that the Applicant disagrees with 
the Examiner's conclusion that Zhang and Raivisto are sufficiently analogous to be combined so 
as to support the rejection of claims 1-25 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). However, the Examiner 
disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that Zhang and Raivisto are nonanalogous art, it 
has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
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concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re 
Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Zhang disclose a 
cellular network that includes a service provider which receives the performance and/or error 
data from a mobile terminal. Base on these data, the service provider may either modify certain 
parameters of the software of the mobile station in order to improve the performance and/or 
update software for reduce errors, see figure 1 . In the other hand, Raivisto discloses a mobile 
network that includes a service provider which provides their service such configuration and 
provision information to initially configure mobile terminal for operation, see figure 1 . For that 
reason, the Examiner contends that Zhang and Raivisto are analogous art. 

Applicant, on page 4, lines 6-18 of his response, argues that there is no suggestion or 
teaching in Zhang and Raivisto. However, the Examiner disagrees. In response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In 
re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Zhang disclose a 
cellular network that includes a service provider which receives the performance and/or error 
data from a mobile terminal. Base on these data, the service provider may either modify certain 
parameters of the software of the mobile station in order to improve the performance and/or 
update software for reduce errors, see figure 1 . In the other hand, Raivisto discloses a mobile 
network that includes a service provider which provides their service such configuration and 
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provision information to initially configure mobile terminal for operation, see figure 1 . For that 
reason, the examiner contends that Zhang is properly combined with Raivisto.
